‘ONE OF THE OLD BOYS 


Harry Gilmore, 66 Years Old, Still Swinging the Padded 


Mitts, to Show Pupils How It Is Done. 


BY JOE DAVIS. 

F some afternoon when you are 
passing 4927 West Washington 
boulevard you hear the thump, 
thump, thump of the punching 
bag you may krow it is Prof. Harry 
Gilmore practicing the art which has 
kept him young. 

At 66 years of age he is still teaching 
what is known as the manly art of 
self-defense. 

Although the passing years have left 
their mark on the professor's thatch, 
he is still young of limb and can step 
around the ring as lively as a dancing 
master. Boxing is a strenuous sport, 
but Gilmore has been at it for sixty- 
one years, during which period he 
never has been without boxing gloves. 


Has First Gloves at 5. 


Gilmore was born March 9, 1854, at 
Toronto, Canada, and at the age of 6 
his father, William Gilmore, gave him 
a ema!l pair of gloves and his first idea 
of how to put up his hands. His father, 
(who was in the shoe business, was a 
fair boxer and fond of all forms of 
eport. At the age of 9 Harry fought 
his first ight for money. Coming from 
the races he got into a mixup with a 
bigger boy and Gilmore Sr. bet the 
other boy’s dad $100 his kid could win. 
They battled in the roadway and 
Harry scored his first victory. 

He started his real fistic career at 
about the age of 18, when he weighed | 
Most of his fights were 
with bare knuckles and skin tight 
glofes. His trade was shoemaking, 
but he gave this up and became a 
boxer. 

Challenges for World's Title. 

In 1885 Harry challenged the world 
for the lightweight title, the limit then 
being 128 pounds. He met George 
Fulljames, an Englishman living in To- 
ronto, and won in two rounds, this giv- 
ing him the championship of Canada. 
Eight months before this it had taken 
Jack Dempsey twenty-two rounds to 
defeat Fulljames. 

Two years later, in January, 1887, at 
Lawrence, Mass., hé met Jack McAu- 
jiffe for the world’s lightweight title at 
183 pounds. Harry weighed in two 
days before his fight, and still asserts © 
the scales were fixed for his opponent, 
who came in the ring weighing 140. | 
The match was with skin tight gloves, 
McAuliffe winning in twenty-eight 
rounds. 


In Chicago Since 1889. 
Gilmore came to Chicago in 1889 and 
was instructor at the Garden City club 
and the Board of Trade gymnasium. 
Later he operated schools in the loop 
district. Among his pupils he num- 
bers Jimmy Barry, world’s bantam 
champion; Tommy White, Frank Gar- 
rard, Martin Duffy, Packey McFar-

land, Edjlie Santry, and scores of 
others. 
Gilmore is a believer in the old 


school, and except perhaps in the im- 
proved methods of training asserts the 
old boys were quite as clever as the 
stars of the modern school. 

Harry attributes his good condition 
to boxing and careful! living. In addi- 
tion to giving; from eight to twelve} 
lessons a day, he thinks nothing ‘s 
taking a ten mile hike.

Every investor. evidently, would sell 
his taxable holding, and this would put 
an end to any bond market in Llinois 
except for “ Liberties”’ and other gov- 
ernment isues.

There are’ now thousand peo- 
ple in Chicago engaged in the business 
of selling bonds. They have large 
amounts of capital invested and inci- 
dentally most of them are prosperous 
and pay large sums in taxes. The pro- 
posed .law would ruin their business 
more ‘completely than the prohibition 
amendment has ruined’ the saloons. Two 
or three houses could handle all the 
business in tax exempt bond issues.

First Consul Bona- 
parte. sending his brother-in-law, Leclerc, with 30,000 men and sixteen ships of war, tried it in 1802-03 and 
failed. The method employed was ferocious and the issue tragic. In nine months yellow fever and the 
biacks wiped out two-thirds of the force, including its commander. Then pass a hundred and fifteen years 
of insurrection, assassination, graft, and every form of political chicane, and it becomes advisable that 
our government effect the pacification of the madhouse of the Antilles. Again the stage is set in the rich 
city of Cape Haitien and it is the identical on® from which Leclerc directed the tragedy. In this picture 
you see our marines preparing a camp amid and on the ruins of the barracks of the levies that Bonaparte 
sent to the island, Here Leclerc died of the plague and his young wife, Pauline, the favorite sister of 
Bonaparte, bore his body home. A year later she married Prince Borghese because her thought 
the alliance would help him. But despite plague and insurrection she had refused to let lere send her 
home from Haiti. 


Here is a significant, though impersonal, form

re’s no deep beauty secret about 
iat all. It is largely a questicn of 
the amount of rinse water. Women 
will say they add vinegar to the last 
water to cut the soap, which is really 
quite an unnecessary thing go do if the 
rinsing water has been changed fre- 
qtently enough, or in cases where 
the spray is used with a sufficient flow 
of water. 

Water will not do the hair any harm, 
goone may be extremely generous with 
it in the course of a shampoo. 


Reduce Soap to Liquid. 

The best way to begin is first to 
brush every snar! out of the hair with 
@ Vigorous application of the hair 
brush. Then apply the soap or sham- 
poo, whichever it may be, reduced to 
quid form. ‘There are excellent sham- 


poos on the market, but you can make 
a fine one yourself for any colored 
hair by shaving a small e of good 
Castile soap and letting boil to a 
liquid. Be sure to get the best grade 
of castile soap, for there are inferior 
grades of it on the market. 

Then either apply the liquid directly 
on the hair when it has cooled or add 
it to the first warm water. Then rub 
the scalp vigorously with your fingers 
until you have worked up a good 
lather. Get fresh water and give it 
another soaping and scalp rubbing, if 
the hair is heavy or dirty. Then be 
gin with the rinse water. Change it at 
least three times, and the fourth time 
let the water be as nearly cold as you 
can stand it. 

Pry the hair by pressing !t first with 
a towel to get as much of the water 
out as possible. Rub the scalp with 
a fresh, warm towel. Better than air 
drying machines or hot radiators is 
to rub the scalp and let the air of the 
warm room dry it naturally. In sun- 
shine season, of course, drying it out- 
doors is better still. 


For the Last Rinsing. 


The vinegar is apt to leave its odor, 
which is not particularly pleasant. 
Acetic acid is used instead of vine- 
gar by some operators because it is 
odorless, but it is not recommended 
to improve the hair. It saves time 
that a conscientious operator will use 
in-extra rinse givings. 

A nice thing to add to the last rinse 
water is camomile tea and rose leaves. 
One-half a 1 cent package of camomile 
leaves steeped with a teaspoonful of 
rose leaves will give the hair a deli- 
cate odor and add to the softness of 
the hair. 8 

Lenmron added to the water is often 
done to brighten blonde hair—but 
opinion seems to vary as to the use of 
anything so strongly acid as it and 
vinegar on the hair. 

Tar soap has been found advantage- 

ous for shampooing oily hair, particu- 
larly where dandruff is present.

How to Use the 
Patterns 


INEN, Indian head cotton, or 

pique would be suitable for No. 

9666 or, of course, a light 

weight woolen in any desired 
weave would make up well The 
front panel could be of a con ng 
material and color, or it would be 
pretty made entirely of one. A lav- 
ender, pink, or blue linen would be 
pretty with the panel of white pique. 
Or—if of linen—the panel could be 
embroidered, and one would have a 
stunning dress. 

The cuffs and collar should be of the 
same material as the panel, and the 
belt can be of either; or it could be of 
the dress material across the back 
and until it reaches the panel, and the 
part that crosses the panel may be of 
the panel material, and be cut long 
enough to finish with rounding edges 
and lap so as to have a buttonhole in 
each end. 

After the dress has been basted to- 
gether and fitted, the seams should be 
stitched and the edges finished with a 
binding—binding the panel seams to- 
gether; then they are turned toward 
the front and stitched one inch from 
the seam edge—the stitching, of 
course, being done from the right side. 

he stitching gives the dress 
trim, tailored look, and will make it 
easier to iron. 

The under arm seams should be fin- 
ished separately and pressed open. If 
the seam binding ribbon is used, crease 
it through the middle with an iron, 
and then run it on by hand, holding it 
loose, for if it is put on at all tight, 
the right side of the dress will show it. 
A thin lining lawn cut on a true bias 
makes excellent seam binding. 

After the strips have been joined, 
turn in the edge on one side and then 
fold the strip over the edge of the 
seam, and baste. It is not necessary 
to turn in the under side of the strip, 
but if the binding was creased through 
the middle before turn in the one 
edge, the binding on the under side 
will extend well beyond the stitching 
and thus hold firmly. 

"Where the dress is left open for clos- 
ing a straight strip of lining should be 
basted between the turned in edge, and 
on the extension hem side, the strip of 
linfhg should face or line it. This 
gives something firm to sew the fasten- 
ings to and helps hold the lengths in 
shape. This dress, for size 36, meas- 
ures 1% yards at the bottom. 

. No. 9891 is a long waisted dress, and 
is an especially good sports model. 
Made of plain and plaided materials, 
it will be becoming to any girlish figure. 

The dress is not difficult to make, but 
it must be carefully done if it is to be 
a success. The marks on the pattern 
for the plaits should be put in with a 
basting thread, and the easiest way 
to do this is to see that the pattern is 
laid on just right, then put pins in the 
length of the pattern, just close to one 
side of a line of perforations, marking a 
plait. Then fold the unpinned side of

ILL the present decade go 
down in musical history as 
the twilight of the classics? 
This question, which is the 
theme of our Sunday morning column, 


is prompted by a growing spirit of ir-~ 


ritated restlessness wemong certain 


_ music lovers, a haze of discontent that 


it is no longer possible to laugh aside. 

A man writes to the department: |

Joseph Hofmann, master pianist and 
great and unassuming musician, gives 
an all Schumann program to a half 
filled theater.

Mr. Sedgewick in his delectable Pro- 
menade ticket writes quizzically con- 
cerning one branch of the Brahms cult. 


‘*Am I wrong or is there some mystic _ 


bond uniting Brahms with school girls” 
Whenever I hear one of.the master’s 
works I am surrounded by phalanxes | 
of white muslin enveloping young | 
English womanhood in a state of rapt 
ecstasy. Is Brahms taught in girls’ 
schools or forbidden by the authorities, 
or what?”

Profitable Times 
for Hog Breeders, 


Experts Predict 


By Frank Ridgway. 
HERE is a big job ahead of the 
American farmer if he is to fill 
the nation’s pork barrel to the 
top during the next few years. 

id timers believe that gloom has been 
hanging over the farmer long enough. 
and they are now patching up the pig 
pens, planning to grow a big crop of 
squealers this year. 

Many factors have contributed to the 
optimistic spirit of leaders in the swine 
industry. In the first place, the sup 
ply is low. There are fewer hogs on 
the farm today than there have been 
since 1914, according to the report re- 
cently issued by the department of ag- 
riculture. 

Feed prices are low. In fact, the 
price of corn is so low that its feeding 
value is worth more to the farmer 
than he can get for it at the termina! 
markets, and market experts say they 
would not be surprised if it goes lower. 
No doubt many farmers Att, patch 
their corncrib roofs, save the c orn, and 
market it in the form of pork c hops. 


Shortage of Hogs k verywhere. 


Farmers are befhe urged by expe ri- 
enced breeders to get into the hog busi- 
ness. There is not only a shortage 
of hogs in this country so far as’ do- 
mestic demands are concerned, but 
the foreign demand is yet to be sacri- 
ficed. indicating a bright future in the 
pork producing business. 

The foreign markets have not been 
inviting on account of the exchange 
condition. This situation, however, is 
gradually, improving. Germany is geét- 
ting into/the market for lard and for 
some pork. Argentina and C anada are 
looking to the United States for breed- 
ing stock. 

In addition to all of these factors, 
which make the hog raising business 
more attractive now than it has been 
for many years, farmers have stored in 
their cribs and bins the biggest crop in 
the history of this country. Farm la- 
bor is easy to get at a fairly low wage.

A TRIP TO JUPITER. 

F you will look toward the 

about 9 o'clock tonight you will see 

a huge, blue white star which does 

not twinkle, but shines with a 
steady, gleaming luster. It the 
planet Jupiter, the giant world of the 
_garsystem. Our own earth seems ex 
cefiigiy large to us, but Jupiter is a 
puch lager world. 

To say the earth is 8,000 miles 
through- but Jupiter is 88,000 miles 
confeys little meaning, because few of 
us have ever traveled 8,000 miles, to 
say fothing of 88,000. If we make a 
model of the two spheres we may per- 
haps get a better understanding of the 
gzes of our world and Jupiter. 

If Jupiter were to shrink until it 
were the size of a child’s toy rubber 
ball, and the earth to a like degree, our 
globe could be represented by a mar- 
ble. Jupiter is so much larger than 
the earth that our world seems pigmy 
indeed beside it. In spite of the 500,- 
000,000 miles of empty space which sep- 
arate the two, Jupiter gleams out 
large and bright among the stars. 

The planets are all dark bodies which 
shine only by light they reflect from 
the sun. There is, however, a great 
deal of difference between the different 
planets. Some of them, like the earth, 
are cool, but not entirely cold and 
dead; geome, like the moon, are stark 
and lifeless, with no air or water, and 
the giant ones, headed by Jupiter, are 
hot, seething globes with their inter- 
nal fres not far below the surface. 

As you gaze out toward the constella- 
tion of Leo. imagine, if you can, the plan 
ofour solar system. You are standing 
on @ epecklike little sphere, that is si- 
lently making eastward, whirling as it 
, Ges. At your back, and.hidden by the 
earth’s bulk, lies the sun. You are in

the earth’s shadow, but at no great dis- 
tance’“above you sunlight is still shin- 
ing.*.*The moon, not far away, is 
bathed in its full giare. 

Think of the appallingly empty 92,- | 
000,000 miles between you and the sun, | 
the petty 240,000 miles up to the moon, 
and then out to Jupiter, five and ene- 
half times as far away as the sun. Its 
clear blue rays shine back across this 

vast expanse, and make a path for you 
to travel on, up to this great world. 

Leave the earth and move in fancy 
through the clear, cold realm of space 
until the whirling globe looms huge 
and bright beneath. 

*usULS Of fancy such as trips to 
Jupiter | are not so fanciful as they | 
seem. ‘There is a machine that will, 
bring you close enough to see the view! 
This machine 
called a telescope. It picks you up 
and sets you down in the realms of 
other worlds. 

The great sphere above is whirling. 
Its face is streaked with belts of cloud, 
ail resplendent in the colors of the 
sunset. Reds, blues, purple, violet, 
buff and tan, drab, gray, pink, brown, 
and yellow—there seems “no limit to 
the tints the edges of the clouds will 
assume. So furiqusly does the great 
world spm that jects flit by almost 
before you caf observe their shapes. 

Five moons light up the scene cir- 
cling round and round like tiny spheres 
of pearl in unending motion. One of 
them is a world as large as Mars, a 
fair sized globe to our way of think-’ 
ing. But beside Jupiter it is the mer- 
est speck. 

If you can get a good opera giass 
tonight you can sée the moons at) 
least. They are just below’the limit; 
of visibility for such objects to the, 
naked eye. And of course if you should) 
look through a telescope all the other 
wonders wil! be revealed.
